The preparatory measures of Supreme Hç for the prosecution of the 
war in the near future are to be made along the following lines:- 


1) Relations with France, 


The aim of my policy towards France is to cooperate with this 
country in the most effective way for the future prosecution of the war against 
England, For the tine being France vill have the role of a "non-belligerent 
pover!;:-she will have to tolerate German military measures on her territory, 
especially in the African colonies, and to give support, as far as possible, 
even by using her own means of defense, The most pressing task of the 
French is the defensive and offensive protection of their French possessions 
(West and Equatorial Africa) against England and the deGaulle movement. 
From this initial task France's participation in the war against England can 
develop fully. 


For the time being, the conversations with France resulting from 
my meeting with Marshal Petain are being carried on - apart from the current 
work of the armistice commission - entirely by the foreign office (Auswartiges 
Amt) in cooperation with the Supreme Command of the Armed Forces (OK), 


More detailed directives will follow at the close of these talks. 
2) Spain and Portugal, 


Political steps to bring about an early Spanish entry into the war 
have been taken, The aim of German intervention in the Iberian peninsula 
(code name Felix) will be to drive the English out of the Western Mediter- 
rancan, For this purpose: 


a) Gibralts. will be taken and the Straits closed, 
b) The British will be prevented from saining a foothold at another 
point of the Iberian peninsula, or the Atlantic Islands, 


The preparation and execution of this operation is intended as follows: 
Section I. 


a) Reconnaissance troops (officers in civilian clothes) make the 
necessary preparations for the action against Gibraltar and for taking over 
acrodromes, As regards disguise and cooperation with the Spaniards they will 
comply with the security measures of the Chief of Foreign Intelligence. 


b) Special units of the Foreign Intelligence Bureau are to take 
over the protection of the Gibraltar area, in secret cooperation with the 
Spaniards, against English atte.pts to widen the terrain in front and against 
premature discovery and frustration of our preparations, 


c) The units intended for this operation will be kept in readiness 
away from the French Spanish border and information will be withheld from the 
troops, at this carly stage. In order to start ope ations, a warning order 
will be given three weeks before the troops cross the Spanish-French border 
(but only after conclusion of the preparations regarding the Atlantic Islands). 


With regard to the low capacity of the Spanish railways, the 
army will detail mainly motorized units for this operation, so that the 
railways are available for reinforcements, 
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Section II. 


a) Units of the Air Force, directed by observation at Algeciras, 
will, at a favorable moment, carry out an air attack from French soil on the 
units of the British flect lying in tho port of Gibraltar, and will force a 
landing on Spanish acrodromes after the attack. 


b) Shortly after this the units intended for use in Spain will cross 
the Franco-Spanish fronticr on land or in the air. 


Section IIL 
a) Attack for the scizure of Gibraltar by German troops. 


b) Mobilization of troops to march into Portugal should the British 
gain a foothold there, The units intended for this will march into Spain 
immediately aftor the units intondod for Gibraltar. 


Soction IV 


Support by tho Sranish in closing the Straits after the seizure of 
the Rock from the Spanish-Moroccan side as well, if required. 


As for the strength of the units to be uscd for operation "Felix" 
the following will apply: 


Army 


The units intended for Gibraltar must be in sufficient strength to 
seize the Rock even without Spanish assistance, 


Apart from this, 2 smaller group must be available to aid the 
Spaniards in the unlikely event of the British attempting to land at a dif- 
ferent point on the coast. The units to be kept in readiness for a possible 
invasion of Portugal are to be predominantly of a mobile nature, 


Air Force 


Sufficient forces will be detailed for the air attack on Gibraltar 
to guarantee substantial success, 


For the subsequent operations against naval objectives and for the 
support of the attack on the Rock mainly dive-bomber units arc to bo trans- 
ferred to Spain. 


Sufficient anti-aircraft artillery is to be supplicd to the anmy 
units, and is also to be used to ongage ground targuts. 


Navy 


Provision is to be made for U-bosts to atinck the British-Gibraltar- 
Squadron, particularly when they leave harbor, which they are expected to 
do after the air raid. 


To support the Spaniards in the closing of the “traits, propara- 
tions are to be made in cooperation with the army for the transfer of Single 
coastal batteries. 


An Italian participation is not envisaged, 


As a result of operation "Gibraltar", the Atlantic Islands (in 
particular the Canaries and Cape Verde Islands) will gain increased im- 
portance for the British conduct of the war ^t sea, as well as for oup own, 
The commanders in chief of the Navy and Air Force are examining how the 
Spanish defense of the Canaries can be supported and how the Cape Verde 
Islands can be occupied,

3) Italian Offensive against Egypt. 


If at all, the uso of German forces only comes into considerntion 
after the Italians have reached Morsa Motruh. ¿ven then the usc of “ormn air 
forces will be considered mainly if the Italians put at our disposal the air 

ases necessary for this. 


The preparations of the branches of tho armed forces for use in this 
or any other North African theatre of war are to be carried on as follows:- 


Army 


Holding ^n armored division ready for uso in North Africa (composition

Fitting out of such German ships lying in Italian ports as zre

Air Force 


Preparations for attacks on Alexandii^ and on tho Suez Canal, so as 
to deny the British Command the use of the latter. 


4) Balkans. 


The commanders-in-chief of the Army will make preparations for 
occupying the Greek mainland north of the Aegean Sea in case of necd, ontcring 
through Bulgaria, and thus make possible the use of German ^ir forec units 
against targets in the sastorn Mediterranean, in particulor against those 
English air b^sos which arc threatening the Roumenian oil area, 


In order to be -ble to face all oventualitics and to keep Turkey in 
cheek, the usc of an army group of an -poroximate strength of ten divisions is 
to be the basis for the plonning and the calculations of deployment. lt will 
not be possible to count on the railway, leading through Yugoslavic, for 
moving these forces into position. 


So as to shorten the time needed for the deployment, preparations 
will bo mado for an carly increase in tho German Army mission in Roumania, 
the extent of which must be submitted to me, 


The Commander-in-chicf of the Air Force will make preparations for 
the usa of German Air Force units in the South #ast Balkans and for acrial

7) I shall expect the commanders-in-chicf to express thoi inions of 
the measures anticipetod in this directive, l shall then give orders regarding 
the methods of execution and synchronization of the individual actions.

This 
applies particularly to the operations in Spain and for tho plans concerning tho 
Atlantic Isles,

The German armed Forces must be prepared to crush Sovict Russia in a 


quick compaign before the end of the war against England. (Case Barbarossa) 


For this purpose tho Army vill have to omploy all available units with 
the reservation that the occupied territories will have to be safcguarded 
against surprise attacks, 


For the Easturn compaign the airforce will have to free such strong 
forces for the support of the Army that a quick completion of the ground 
opcrations may be expected and that damage of the eastern German territorios 
will be avoided as much 1s possible, This concentration of tho main effort 
in the East is limited by the following reservation: That the entire battle 
end armament arcs dominated by us must remain sufficiently protected agoinst 
enemy air attacks and that the attacks on England and especially the supply 
for thom must not be permitted to break down.

Great caution has to be exercised that the intention of an attack will 
not be recognized.

I. General Purpose: 


The mass of the Russian army in Wostorn Russia is to be destroyed in 
daring operations by driving forw rd deep wedges with tanks and the retreat

After the rule of the Tarters, tho Russien Empire, Czcrist in cheructeor 
developed out of the Grand Duchy of Moscow. Tuis nucleus erea possesses even 
today the greatest driving power. The political eim of cperations against the 
USSR, therefore, would be the perrrnent weakening of this rrea, in order t. 
secure possibilities of expansicn for the other ereas. By negens of a tenporsry 
occupation of this creas this weakening could be brought about in © wey com- 
prising the three following measures: 


1) the total destruction of the Jewish Bolshevik st: te c^.in- 
istration, without helping to set up a new and comprchensiv: stete systers 

2) very extensive utilisetion cf econonic resources, such as 
the removal of all non-essenticl stocks, mechanicel instellrtions, end, in 
particular, of eny available means of transport, small river ertft etc. £tc.; 


3) the ellocetion of considersble sections of this Russian 
nucleus territory to the freshednimo evi. units waich are to be formed, ES, 
in perticuler, to White Russia, the Ukraine, ¿nó the Don territorye 


In this wey ell other creas would be offered at the same time the 
possibility of making extensive use of thet pert of Russie controlled by Moscow 
as a dumping ground for undesirable elenonts of the population. 


B. White Russia 


White Russis comprises e part of the USSx which is very backward 
culturally as well es economicelly. At the sane time it contains the second 
lergest Jewish community in the USSR, with towns which sre completely Jewish, 
such as Bjalostok, Minsk, iolodzk, Vitebsk, «nd others besides. 


The awekening of en independent life, end the setting up of a living 
state system rust be considered as an extrenely tedious end difficult under- 
taking. White Russia is fer more beckwerd in culture tien, for instanee, Lithu- 
anis, and more exploited by the Jews than polena, Nevertheless, having regard 
to the necessity of weckening the Hussian nucleus cree, such nn tttoLpt should 
be advceateds 


The USSR has confined White Russin to the ereo botween the ¿olish 
North-West frontier and npproxinetoly es fnr as the sronjee But the reel 
capital of the whole eres would be Smolensk. Tho half administrative district 
of the sone name end also e section vf the eduinistretive district of Kelinin 
(formerly Twer) could count, by populeticn, es belonging to it, or could be 
added to it for edministration purposes. In this wey the frontier of White 
Russia would be moved forward to within «bout 250 kilometres of ape we 


If the erestion cf independent p.litieal life is considered desirable, 
3t would not be advisuble to carve up this tres to the benefit of the General- 
gouvernenent of Poland. 


C, Esthonia, letvie and Lithuanis 

In the case of these srets tho question erises, whether they shoulc 
be allotted the special task of becoming a German settlement aren cf the future, 
the racinlly most suitable elements being esuirilatel o. 


If this is set up es an adm the areas also requiro very special 
treatizent in the general task. 


The necessary renovel of considerehle sections of the intelligentsia 
perticoulsry Latvian ones - to the Russian nucleus ares would heve to be organ- 


ised. The settlement cf e German rurel populetion in consilererle quantities 
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would heye to be started = pés-ibly a large contingent of Germen settlers suit- 
able for this purpose could be teken from among the Volga Germans, after the 
undesirable elements have been elimineted. There might also be the possibility 
of the settlement of Danes, Norwegians, Dutch end ~ efter the war hes been brough 
te a victorious end - of Englishmen too, so that, in the course of one or two 
generetions, this area cen be joined up with the German nucleus «rea cs & new 
Germenised country. 


In this csse we should elso not heave to neglect to deport consider- 
able groups of recially inferior sections of the population from Lithuanic. 


D. The Ukraine (Border territory) 


Kiev beceme the mein centre of the Verangian state with its super- 
imposed Scandinevian charecter. But even efter the rule of the Terters Kiev 
was for a long time diametricelly opposed to Mescow. Its independent netionel 
life is based, contrary to the assertions of Musñovite histeriens, whose ideas 
also dominated the whole of European learning, on a trcdition which is really 
Almost unbrokene 


As for rs this sree is concerned, the political task would be the 
eneouregement of independent national life until, possibly, an independent 
state could be erected, with the object, alone or in conjunction with the Don 
area end the Ceuessus as s Bleck Ses Union, of holding Moscow constently in 
check and ensuring Lebensrcum for Greater Garmeny to the Ecste In the economic 
field, however, this crea would ct the seme time, hove the task of forming a 
powerful base for raw materials cnd e supplementery nutrition centre for the 
Greater German Reich. 


Strips of border territory from the Russicn nucleus area, too, would 
have to be edded to thet port which is regerded by the USSR ts purely Ukreinisn - 
as hes elreedy been mentioned ~ in order to wecken this nucleus cres end at 
the game time to keep alive constant opposition to it. In this motter, pcrts 
of the rdministrctive districts of Kursk ond Voronesch might be possibilities, 


The administretive and economic handling of the whole area would then 
have to be directed towords tho sttsinment of this political cim. 


E. The Don area 
— — ——h 


It is inhabited by the Don Oossacks. As a nction they ere fer less 
independent then the Ukrainians, culturelly they are scturcted with Moscow 
ideology, and politically they tend chiefly towerás Moscow, but ere more de- 
veloped then the White Russicns. The task in this crea would be similer to 
thet in White Russito 


Similarly, it would be desireble to extend this eret Northwerds up 
to the Administretive Districts of Szsratow in order to link up its cdmini- 
stration with thet of the territory of the Volga Germans. 


Fe The Ceucasus 


The Ceucasus is inhebited by sections of the population- which ere, 
recicllly, entirely different, and clso by netional units. The river plein 
of the Kuben end Terek, and the present Administretive Districts of Krasnoder 
end Ordsehjonokidze ere inhabited by Cossacks, the majority of whom consider 
themselves to be Ukreinisns. ‘The most odvenced notion es regerds culture is 
the Georgiens, between the Great end Lesser Caucasus, who cen point to a 
centuries old culturcl tredition end independence of their own, Then comes 
Aserbeidschen, peopled by Muselmen of Ugrotatericn origin, with its centre 
at Beku, The Armeniens live in sdjacent territory to the South, while the 
Northern mountsin slopes are inhebited by quite c number of mountain peoples 
of the most veried origins, 7 
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. The area is Russie's oil contre. The meterirl output, end indeed 
the existence of the other mainly ngriculturcl ereas of the USSR, such as the 
Ukraine, the Don-Kuben, end the Terek district, and also to s certain extent 
the Russian nucleus erez, lergely depend on keeping this sree in productione 
Owing to the introduction of the Bolshevik system of running villages on 
communal lines without individual ownership, fnd of Kolehoses, (collective 
farms) with mechanical cultivetion of the soil, the preduction of grain and 
food depends on the reguler supplying of the necessery fuel. As e result 
of the sherp drop in tho numbor of drought enttle, and tho fact that these cre, 
numerically, very unevenly distribute, eny strangule tion of the oil supply - 
quite apart from the maintenance of the motor repair depots and the holding 
reedy of the necesssry servicing personnel for this, - tends to femine, 


Ge Rassian Central Asin or Russian Turkogten 


We can assume thet, efter the militery collapse of the Soviets 
in Europe, very small forces would be needed to dispose of the Moscow tyrenny 
in Centrsl Asise This erea too, is inhebited by peoples of very different types, 
mainly Tureno-Mongoloid, end who are followers of Mohammed. ‘They feel them 
selves to be in long-standing reciel end religious opposition to the Soviets, 
and at the seme time to the Russian people too, without being eble, for the 
time being, to throw off tho Russian yoke by their own efforts. This should 
not be considered too difficult to carry out, however, with German help, end 
4n view of the confusion which would srise among the Sovicts. 


The ares is Russia's cotton store, with en ennuel production, ec- 
cording to Bolshevik figures, of 4 = 500,000 tons of cotton. 


The entry of Germuns into Centrel ¿sie would mean powerful rear 
support for Iran ond .fghenistun, It is r matter for conjeeture whether these 
states would not possibly be impelled by tnis means to undertrke more active 
operations egeinst India, - if there is rny such intention, = in the event of 
Turkey too, having clterod her tttitude by that time. The threat tə the 
British lines of communicetion to Indie thus acquires rerl significence, end 
will, without doubt, compel Britain to deploy greater forces in this arce, 
which she would have to teke from Europe or elsewhere. 


General Questions of Economy from the Legr1 Angle 


The requiring of the 011, mrinly in the Caucasus, immediately brings 
with it the question of its trensport, in order to meintein agricultural pro- 
duction in the occupied areas. The question of trensport, however, which is 
^f decisive importenee to the cultivetion of the soil, is bound up egein with 
the settling of the coal problem. 4t tho séme time, the question of finance 
in these ereas appeers of primory inmportrrce. 


4 question which likewise effects ull erees is thet of the elmost 
complete abolition, under the Soviet system, of private property. It is not 
improbable that this question will have precticrl consequences immedictely 
the area is occupied. Sponteneous ection taken by £ completely uneducated 
rural population, if and when they dissolve the Kolchcses by their own efforts, 
could result in untold meterisl herme 


For this resson these problems require to he settled, not regicnally, 
but es extroordincry metters for «11 creas, end local veristions, end perheps 


clso differing tactical ection could ecsily be combined with this.

The aim of a Reich Corrisser for Esthong:, Latvia, Lithucnis end 
White Russie (àest 2 words rdded in pencil) must be to strive to achieve the form 
of e German Protectorete, snd then transforn the regson into pert of the Grerter 
Gerrrn Reich by gerisanising reciclly possible elerents, colonising Gerronic 
Peces and benishing undesirable elerients.

In Latvis, the se@tion cspcble of being as- 
similated is considerably smaller thet in Esthonio. Xn this country, stronger 
resistance will heve to be reckoned with, ond benislu'ent on e ltrzer secle will 
have to be envisezed.

o promote very intensive Germanisation (on the East Frussircn border). 


White Russia is directly joined to these thrpe territories. For e 
long time, White Russia hed a strong Separatist roverent, but presumnbly Bolshevism 
has succeeded in sup:ressing it. In any cese, White Russie will first of 211 
heve the difficult task of edritting some of those elemunts who cre expelled from 
Esthonie, Latvia end Lithuenia end from the Polish section of the Warthe ter- 
ritory. It seems expedient not to ecconodate the Poles in the Generelgouvernerent, 
but in the East of White Russia (Smolensk District) and to form there n buffer 
against Russisnism. In addition, the Commissnr-General in White Russic would 
have the task of rousing this country, which cannot be considered as a lend of 
surplus, to productive activity by employment of labour on e vest scele. "¿š

The contingency, that the German Reich may find herself confronted by 
Soviet Russian policy of aggression and of anti-German alliances, makes it 
oblig-tory to have a clear conception about the political aims of a German 
counterb]low. ,

The only possible political goal of war can be the aim to free the German 
Reich from Pan-Slavic (grossrussisch) pressure for centuries to come. This 
does not only correspond vith German interests, but also with historical jus- 
tice, for Russion Imperialism was in a position to accomplish its policy of 
conquest and oppression almost unopposed, whilst it threatened Germany again 
end agrin. Therefore, the Geria^n Reich has to beware of starting a campaign 
against Russia with a historical injustice, meaning the reconstruction of a 
Great Russian Empire, no matter of what kind. On the contrary, 211 historical 
struggles of the various nationalities against Moscow and Petersburg have to 
be scrutinized for their bearing on the situation today. This has been done 
on the part of the National Socialist movement to correspond to the Leader's 
political testament 2s laid down in his book, thet now the military and poli- 
tical threat, from the East shall be eliminated forever, 


Therefore this huge area must be divided according to its historical and 
racial conditions into Reichs-Commissariats, each of which bears within it- 
self a different political aim.

Expanding upon the general political situation the Reich Foreign 
Minister declared: The Fuehrer had always looked for an understanding 
with England and he (RAM) had himself been sent to England as an 
ambassador in his time to undertoke a last attempt in this direction, 
A certain possibility had existed in the person of King Edward, even 
though it had been doubtful from the beginning whether the king would 
prevail, He (the RAM) had been more then skeptical already at his 
arrival in London, and had considered the chancos for an understanding 
as 100 to l. Thus the war-inciter clique in England had then won the 
upper hand, when he (the RAM) loft England war was unavoidable, Then 
when it came to war tho Fuchrer decided on a treaty with Russia - 

a necessity for avoiding a two - front war. Perhaps this moment was 
difficult for Japan, The treaty was, however, in the interest of 
Japan, for the Japanese empire was interested in as rapid a German 
victory as possible, which was assured by the treaty with Russia. 
Furthermore he (the RAM) had made it clear to Stalin as well as to 
the public that the treaty between the Reich and Russia in no way 
affected the German - Japanese relationship. Now the German = 


Japanese alliance has been concluded, Ambassador Oshima is the man 
who gets crodit for it from the Japanese side, After conclusion of the 
alliance the question of its further development now stands in the 
foreground, ‘How is the situation in this respect? 


k * * * * 


As for the war against Englond, we had poor weather for our 
bombers during tho Fall and Winter to be sure, but in spite of this, 
heavy damage has been done which has had a strongly retarding effect 
on English war production, etc. The bombings would continue in 
increasing mensuro so that we hoped to destroy very much more than 
America was able to replace. “e now had air supremacy over the whole 
continent. "hen we should win air supremacy over England would 
depend on further developments. 


At sea the commitment of the U - boat weapon had thus far been 
comparatively slight; after the end of March the commitment of the 
U-boat weapon would multiply in a short time, Then with the combination 
Air Foreo-U-bont weapon we would deal terrible blows to England. The 
loss of tonnege already was making considerable difficulties for the 
English food supply. Meat and fats were already scarce, It was now 
a matter of reducing imports by sinkings to a definite level below the 
absolute minimum for English existence, Thereby England's situation 
would take catastrophic shape overnight. The landing in England is 
prepared; its execution, however, depends on various factors, above 
all on weather conditions, 


Concerning America, the Reich Foreign Minister went on, it must be 
noted that Roosevelt is the most bitter enemy of Germany end Japan. As 
far as he was concerned he would like to enter the wer. However we have 
an interest in keeping America out of the war, Should America entor 
the war in spite of this it could not wage the war militarily at all. 
The vast spaces of the oceans lying between us and America made this 
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impossible. In East Asia America would hardly dare to send its fleet 
beyond Hawaii, as it would then be threatened with destruction by the 
Japanese fleet, In the Atlantic Ocean there is a lack of commitment 
possibilities with the exception of England, Landing in Europe is 
impossible but Africa also is too far removed, Supply points for the 
fleet and land troops are lacking, It adds up for practical purposes 
to the croation of American air bases in England, But in an air war 
we are located in a strategically advantageous position with respect 
to England, we could bomb England concentrically from the broad basis 
of the European coast while England had to spread out in fanlike 
fashion in its attacks on Europe and thereby split up its forces, In 
an sir duol - Europe vs, England - Germany would always be superior, 
we believed, however, that it should be possible to keep America out 
of the war by skillfully coordinated politics of the allied powers.. 


The Fuehrer would beat England wherever he would encounter her, 
Besides our strongth is not oaly equal, but superior to & combined 
English - American air force at any time, The number of pilots at our 
disposal was unlimited, The same was true for our airplane production 
capacity. As far as quality is concerned ours was always superior 
to the Enzlish (to say nothing about tho American) and we were on the 
wey even to enlarge this lead, On order of the Fuehrer the antiaircraft 
defense too wowld be greatly reinforced, Since the army had been 
supplied far beyond its requirements, and enormous reserves had been 
piled up (the ammunitions plants have been slowed down because of the 
immense stock of materiel), production would now be concentrated on 
submarines, airplanes and antiaircraft guns. 


Every eventuality had been provided for; the war has been won to-day 
militarily, economically and politically. We had the desire to end the 
war quickly and to force England to sue for peace soon, The Fuehrer 
was vigorous and healthy, fully convinced of victory and determined to 
bring the war to a quick and victorious end. To this end the co-operation 
with Japan was of importance, However, Japan, in its own interest, should 
come in as soon as possible, This would destroy England's key position 
in the Far East. Japan, on the other hend, would thus secure its 
position in the Fer East, a position which it could acquire only through 
war, There were three reasons for quick action; 


1) Intervention by Japan would mean a decisive blow against the conter 
of the British Empire (threat to India, cruiser-warfare, etc»). The 
effect upon the morale of the British people would be very serious and 
this would contribute toward a quick ending of the war, 


a d surprising intervention by Japan was bound to keep America out of 
the war, America, which at present is not armed as yet and would hesitate 
greatly to oxpose hor Navy to any risks West of Hawaii, could do this 

even less so in such a case, If Japan would otherwise respect the 
American interests, there would not even be the possibility for Roosevelt 
to use the argument of lost prestige to make war plausible to the 
Americans, It was very unlikely that America would declare war if it 

then would have to stand by helplessly while Japan takes the Philippines 
without America being able to do anything about it, 


3) In view of the coming new world order it seems to be in the interest 
of Japan also to secure for herself already during the war the position 
she wants to hold in the Far Fast at the time of a peace treaty. 
Ambassador Oshima agreed with me entirely and said that he would do 
everything to carry through this policy, 


The Reich Foreign Minister mentioned further that, if America should 
declare war because of Japan's entry into the war, this would mean that 
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America had had the intention to enter the war sooner or later 

anyway. Even though it would be preferable to avoid this, the entry 
into the war would, as explained above, be by no means decisive and 
would not endanger the final victory of the countries of the Threo- 
Power Pact. Tho Foreign Minister further expressed his belief that 

& temporary lift of the British morale caused by America's entry into 
the war would be cancelled by Japan's entry into the wer, If, however, 
contrary to all expectations, the Americans should be careless enough 
to send their Navy in spite of all, beyond Hawaii and to the Far 

East, this would represent the bissest chance for the countries of 

the Three.Power Pact to bring the wer rapidly to an end. He, the 
Foreign Minister, is convinced that the Japanese fleet would then do 

e complete job. Ambassador Oshima replied to this, that, unfortunately 
he does not think the Americans would do it, but he is convinced of a 
victory of his fleet in Japanese waters. 


The Minister for Foreign Affairs further explained that closest 
cooperation was required for the common waging of the war, particularly 
as far as intelligence service and press were eoncerned, The 
cooperation with the Italians is already exemplary; the same is true 
for the cooperation with Rumania, Hungary and Slovakia, The press, 
radio, etc. of these countries were already so synchronized with each 
other that they form one single weapon. The same kind of close 
contect must be established with Japan. The Ambassador welcomed this 
and intends to set up a program with our men determining how our 
Japanese propaganda can be most effectively intensified in all fields, 


Ambassador Oshima explained that when the Three-Power Pact was 
concluded, various opinions were still present in Japan. It was then 
that the Emperor intervened with an edict, It must be stated, however, 
that, impressed by the German victory in the West, the Japanese people 
are now entirely for the Three-Power Pact, 


Ambassador Oshima remarked further that in Japan, under tho influence 
of the events, the hard feeling against America had risen considerably. 
The Reich Foreign Minister referred to the recent statement of 
Nomura, the Japanese Ambassador in the U.S.A., concerning Japan's 
attitude in case of America's entry into the war, and mentioned 
that he considered it appropriate to talk plain language with the U.S.A, 
Ambassador Oshima remarked hereto that the Japanese Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs had given instructions to that effect. The Minister 
for Forcign Affairs pointed out that particularly in view of the 
desire to keep America out of the war, plain language must be used, 

Only if the U, S, realized that they were confronting firm determination, 
would they hold back, The people in the U, S, did not like National 
Socialism, However, they were not willing to sacrifice their sons and 
therefore wero against on entry into the war, The American people 

felt instinctively thet they were drawn into the war for no reason 

by Roosevelt and the Jewish wire-pullers, Therefore, our politics with 
the Us S, should be plain end firm, but, of course, not aggressive, 

In the U, S, they must realize that Germany, Italy and Japan had no 

hard feelings for tho American people, but that should the U.S.A. have 
any ageressive desires, they would confront aniron front of determined 
people, a front, at that, which includes practically the whole world, 

One would therefore have to work in close cooperation against the 
attempts of misropresentation by the British propaganda, As far as 
speeches and addresses of a principle neture are concerned it would be 
necessary to keep up 2 continucus exchange of ideas, In this connection 
the Minister for Foreign Affairs referred to a recent remark by Matsuoka 
concerning Japanese willingness to act as mediator for peace negotiations, 
This remark had been extensively exploited by the enemy propaganda, 
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The Reich Foreign Minister continucd by saying that it was 
Japants friendship which had enabled Germany to arm after the Anti. 
Comintern Pact was boncludod. On the other had, Japan had been able to 
penétrate deeply into the English sphere of interest in China, 
Germany's victory on the continent has brought now, after the conclusion 
of the Three Power Patty great advantages for Japah, France, as a 
power, was climinated in the Far Rast (Indochina). Enland too was 
considerably weakenedy Japan had been able to close in steadily on 
Singapore, Thus, Germany had already contributed enormously to the 
shaping of the future fate of tho two nations. Due to our geographical 
situation we should have to carry the main burden of the final battle 
in the future, too, If ah unwanted conflidt with Russia should arise 
we should have to carry the main burden also in this case, If Germany 
should ever weaken Japan would find itself confronted by a world- 
coalition within a short time. We were all in the same boats The 
fate of both nations was being determined now for centuries to come, 
The game wes true for Italy, The interests of the three countries 
would never intersect. A defeat of Germany would also mean the end 
of the Japanese imperialistic idea, 
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Ambassador Oshima definitely agreed with these statements and 
emphasized the fact that Japan was detormined to keep its imperial 
position, The Reich Foreign Minister then discussed the ereat 
problems which would arise after the war for the pårties of the 
Three Power Pact from the shaping of a new order in Europe and East 
Asia, The problems arising then would require a bold solution, Thereby 
no overcentralization should take place, but a solution should be 
found on a basis of parity, particularly in the economic realm. In 
regard to this the Reich Foreign Minister advanced the principle that 
a free exchange of trade should take place between the two spheres of 
interest on a liberal basis, The Europesn-African hemisphere under the 
leadership of Germany and Italy, and the East-Asian sphere of interest 
under the leadership of Japan. As he conceived it, for example, Japan 
would conduct trade and make trade agreements directly with the indepen= 
dent states in the European hemisphere, as heretofore, while Germany 
and Italy would trade directly and make trade agreements with the 
independent countries within the Japanese orbit of power, such as China, 
Thailand, Indochina, eto, Furthermore, as between tho two economic 
spheres, each should fundamentally grant the other preferences with 
regard to third parties. The Ambassador expressed agreement with this 
thought, 


The Reich Foreign Minister then touched upon the question, explicitly 
pointed out as theoretical, that the contractinr powers might be 
required, on the basis of new affronts by the U, S, A., to break off 
diplomatic relations, Germany and Italy were fundamentally determined 
on this; after signing of the Three-Power Pact we should proceed if the 
occasion arises, but also jointly in this matter, Such a lesson should 
open the eyes of the people in the U, 8, A. to the situation and under 
certain conditions bring about a swing toward isolation in public 
opinion, Naturally a situation had to be chosen in which America 
found herself entirely in the wrong, The common step of the signatory 
powers should be exploited correspondingly in propaganda, The question, 
however, was in no way acute at the time, 
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The influence of centrel organization on development end ectivitieg of 
the wer economy orgenization 


Centrelization of the Supreme Reich suthorities, ordered in cse of 
wer, hes influenced the development ond the ectivities of the war economy 
organization to such en extent, that it is necesscry to discuss this mat- 
ter in detell, 


The foundetions hed already been leid for the centrel orgenizetion 
of the Supreme Reich ruthorities in the event of o war, prior to 1933 in 
many discussions end decrees, but it wes radically altered when the nation- 
£l socislists came into power and especislly by the decetse of Reichpresi- 
dent von Hindenbur:;,. The latest crders were decreed in the Reich Defense 
lew of May 21, 1935, supposed to be published only in case of wer, but 
alrerdy declared valid for cerryine out wor preperrtiong. As this law (see 
Appendix IV, 1) fixed the duties of the armed Forces end the other Reich 
outhcritiecs in cese of war, it wes rlso the fundementel_rulin> for the de- 
velopment ond setivity of the wer economy organizetion.

Before discussing the actuel process of the economic mobilization 
I regerd it as my duty, to give my opinion on the possibility of success- 
ful werfere cs regerds wer econony, fron my experience ss Chief of the 
WStt geined during August 1939. During this time meny conferences were 
held with the then Genereloberst Keitel discussing our resdiness for wer 
end conditions in regerd to rrirrents as conpered with that of the pros- 
pective enemy states. During cll these discussions I meintoined the 
point of view, thet c wer with Polena woule present no problem for us, 
but thet for o great world war of long curetion, our economic structure 
would be too week end thet, in the cose of e world ver, decisive measures, 
conforming to e total wer, would heve to be errried out inmedistely. 
These objections and the resulting derands were nevertheless isnored. 


Ihe process of Geren mobilization in 1939 wes most intensively 
influenced Ly the progress of the militery-politicsl situetion end was 
ecrried out with the ides of surprising the enemy, nt the right moment. 
The experience gained during the operttions cgcinst Austrie, Sudetenlend 
and Czechoslovekis, which led to seperate end cemoufleged mobilizetion, 
forred the tesis for the meesures to be tekene The tension, existing 
between Germeny ond Polend since July, was used to teke ell the meosures, 
necessary for a surprise attack on Polsnd. Sore of these prepere tions 
es fer es wer econory wes concerned were the eccelere tion of the delivery 
of ermenents, which in perticulor was carried Sut by the branches: of the 
4rre2 Forces and, for the organization of Wer-economy, the forming of war 
economy units to be atteched to the attecking crnies. 


After Ausust 1, the formetion end distribution of VO of WStb tookk 
place, they were attached to the 40K; on sugust 24, formation of war economy 
units for the etteckins ermies.concerned. On August 25, orders for the 
cerouflsered robilizstion were released, with Aug. 2€, ordered es the first 
X-day. (see Appendix AVIII, 1 end appendix XVIII, 2). In this manner 
the form of mobilization was ordered, which represented the most unfavor- 
eble forr for the mobilizetion of Wer ecorory. Reitereted objections 
against divided mobilization, suimitted by WStb es lote as August 24, 

Were overidden by the Chief of OKW, while the Suprene Corrsnd was of the 
Opinion, thet c wer with Polend dia not necessitate a General nohilize- 
tion, end eny other form of mobilizetion wes out of question for politi- 
cel reasons. 


On August 25 18.30 a copy of case X was renitted to the inspector- 
ates of Wer economy (copy, see Appendix XVIII, 3), 

The decree of hugust 25 orders expressly thet cese X shall not be 
extended in its entirety to civilian nrtters. Even though it was ordered 
thet future proposed mob necsures must not be endensered by unplenned de- 
mends, requisitions und colusendeerings, there was s till considerable den- 
ger in the mobilization being divided end curried out et different times. 
This wes especially epplicable as fares economy was concerned insofer 
es regulations for economy reed thet with the utmost consideration of 
econony in general only the rost inportant wer factories should be main- 
tained at their former level ena thet only isolrted wer factories should 
be immediately Speeded up to produce z lerge output. These regulotions, 
in consideretion cf the Econorie Policy which was to Oppose every unnec- 
essery chenge, ond elso of the kind of propezends ráopted were bound to 
endenger the planned Lrocess' Of economic mobilization. 


The preperetions, covering neny yeers of work, for the mobilizstion of 
Economy were consequently, for the most pert, invelid. This resuletion was 
unfortunetely to become un inconvenience later on when sterting up the 
frnenents Industry end the economy of wer end was even ndticeable for the 
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first four years of the wer up to the decleretion of totel war in 1943. 
4 lerge number of the meesures, conteined in the preperction for mobili- 
zation of the WStb and invelidated by the above reguletion, were not 
executed until 1943 es e result of demends by the Reichminister for 
Arntments and emmunition. 


On August 27, 1939, the reguletion on the edministretion of economy 
wos issued, whereby the Oborpr"sidonten were charged with executing and 
directing cll economic meesures of the GRW. Included in this wes the of- 
ficial founding of the District Economy offices, the Provincial Food of- 
fices (Lendesernthrungstmter), Offices of forestry and economy of timber 
(Holgwirtsch:.ftstmter) forming finslly the orgenizetion, that should heve 
been in force long cg» us © result -f the mobilization order by GBW.

AS SOOL es the offices were well esteblished in their new districts 
end the nost inportent Làlitery vroblems hed been settled, they quickly 
attended to the construction of the War Economy Orgunizetion. 


In Norway for the first few days after the occunstion, the German

On April 27 the former Linison Office wes 
changed to the War Economy Steff Norway. The WO as e brench office was 
subordinate to the letter. 


In Dennerk, Corrmender Dr. Forstruenn quickly succeeded in coming to 
en uncerstendine with the Germen Acbesstdor von Renthe - Fink end his cone 
merciol sttaché Dr. Kriger in regera to the Spheres of activity. On 
Muy 27 the office was renamed "Wer Economy Steff Denmark." 


The detcils concerning the esteblishing of the Wer Economy offices, 
their growth, end their manifold tesks heve been thoroughly described 
in the accounts of the WStb Denrtrk era Norwey., Hence,within the scope 
of this report the deteils will not cone under discussion. In short et- 
tention should only be drewn to the tesks as e whole, cnd the most inport- 
ant experiences during this first lcrge-secle operation of the Wer 
Economy Orgenizetione 

The problems which face@ the war econony officerscuring the occunetion 
of Denrrrk end Norway were very exténsive rni embraced both military «es 
well rs economic problems in 111 fields cf economy. The militery leaders 
were gled that officers trsine in wer economy were at their disposal, who 
were quelified to solve questions of en econo: ic-orgenizetional character 
cend, as suthorities, coule negotiate with Derish cnd Korwegian Officiels. 
At this nonent the menner in which the Wer Eeonory Oresnization hed been 
foumed, proved its worth in thet there was personnel treined in military 
as well es industriel end commerciel fields. Thus it hoppene that 
problems were entrusted to the WO which relly lay beyond the scope of 
their activities. The following mey be named: 


Supplying troops with food, 
Motor vehicles end fuel, 


Procuring billetting possibilities for the troops, 
Securing money end regulating the currency problen, 
Procuring neterial (cement, wood, etc.), 

Providing coal, 

Regulr ting trensportetion,

Proeuring raw nnterirls ond finished produets, 
Putting the fishing industry into operation, 


Rationing food for the ermet forces ond the civilion 
population, 


Rationing of fuel,

tni requisitions, 


Utilization of fish gerb:ee and the manufacture of fish 
flour, 


Price regulctions for the purchese end renting of 
of reel estate for the arme forces, 


The loening of horses end seed for rgriculture, 


These tnd sinilcr problems hed to be teken over by the WO, because 
the competent offices of the Armed Forces Depertnents were not there or 
were not in the position to solve these problems. 


Only efter these problems hed been sclved, wes it possible for the 
WO to cope with the real problems effecting war econony, which dealt 
innedictely with the seizing «nd securing of the mst inportent agricul- 
turel supplies end the reesteblishing of the means of subsistence. 


Then the problems in Denterk enc Norway shaped thersolves in dif- 
ferent ways as c result cf the wer situction (see appendix XX, 6). ás 
eerly ss June 15 the order could be issued regerdine Denmark thet the 
country be tremted as being in the domestic thectre of ^perations; end 
therefore it wes rossible to quickly bezin to meke full use of the Drnish 
defense ond ermerient industry. Tue exploitation of the ermenent in- 
dustry in Norwny could only follow zt s slower pace end at a later per- 
lod, because it wes regerded es being enemy territory. The utilizction 
of the Denish end Norwezinn economy followed within the frenewcrk of the 
"Proposels by the armed forces for the reguleting of the generel questions 
in regerd to wer end ernenent economy." (see appendix XX, 7). 


Very soon it wus necessery for the Wi RU denertrent end the War 
Economy offices in Demierk en Norwey to trke < measures in order to 
evoid duplication of work end the overlapping of the WT in Denish end 
Norwesicn ecneerns. above tll, it wes inportent for the sake of cur- 
rency stebilizetion to keep a firm hend over the buyers of the WT, beceuse 
they were causing denger to the currencies cf the countries by flooding 
ther with fiducisry ronet:ry tender. It very soon became finelly neoes- 
Stry to adopt measures to neke the rew meteriel ev:ilrble for those 

orders placed with Dennrrk ent Norwey, because, in pert, the rew materiels 
needed for the purpose of filling these orders were not to be had there. 


In order to hasten the process of getting Norwegien industry into 
operation agein, the Wi RM aut. sent Germen industriel end economic per- 
sonnel to Norway, who,ss niddle-men,were to quickly estrblish confiden- 
tial reletionships «nd who on ececunt of their expert knowledge were to 
eccelerete the revival of Norwesicn Ec noiye 


The experiences of the first months of the occupation show thet it 
is obsolutely necessary to provide units operrting independently with 
War Economy Offices, since in a modern wer economic problens are subritted 
to the comenders which cen only be solved by treined personnel. It is 
Self evident thet,leter en, 2 mejor portion of the problems must be trens- 
ferred to the civilien Economie denertrents, which wi}l be set up, and 
thet the aoldier confines himself to the solution of economic problems that 
serve the troops, rs long as no solution is found,as later proved to be 
the cese, in the Netherlrnds, 


The staffing of the WO for Denmark end Norway was in most cases too 
Snrrll, because the problems were too complex and the fields of eyere tion 
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allotted to them were too lerze. " 


Yet it is an established fact that the Wer Economy Offices,in Den- 
merk end Norway especizlly, renfered invelurtle services to the troops 
during the first ronths con? thet en orgenizetion for the reopening of 
incustricl operetions end to carry out the commissions of the WT wes en 
absolute necessity; 


Moreover, the outstending work of the War Economy offices in Den- 
Lrrk end Norwey wes the main reason for the fact thet, in 1941, it was 
possible to cerry out, according to plan, the enormous work for the de- 
fense of the country, which ws require f the Economies of Denmork 
end Norway by the Supreme Occnenó.

of metericl to the value of 500 millions RM were desired during the first 
yeer slones As such quentities of mechines, vehicles, eppereti etc.

Announcement relating to the 
German-Soviet Non-Aggression Treaty 


September 2 19 


On August 23, 1939, a non-aggression treaty wes 
aigned in Moscow by representatives of the German 
Reich and the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics. 
The treaty is published herewith. 


The exchange of the dccuments of ratification 
took place in Berlin on September 24, 1939. The 
treaty became effective on August 25, 1939 in ac- 
cordance with its Article VII.

The two contracting parties undertake to refrain 
from any act of violence, any aggressive action, or 
any attack against one another, whether individually 
or jointly with other powers.

In case one of the contracting parties should become 
the object of war-like acts on tie part of a third power, 
the other contracting party will not support that third 
power in any form. 


Article 3 


The Governments of the two contracting parties will 
in future remain in contact with each other through 
continuous consultation in order to inform each other 
concerning questions affecting their mutual interests. 


Article L 


Neither of the two contracting parties will par- 
ticipate in any grouping of powers which is indirectly 
or directly aimed against the other party. 


Article 5 


Should disputes or conflicts arise between the 
contracting parties regarding questions of any kind 
whatsoever, the two parties would clear away these 
disputes or conflicts solely by means of friendly 
exchanges of views or if necessary by arbitration 
commissions. 


Article 6 


The present treaty is concluded for a period of ten 
years with the provision that unless one of the 
contracting parties denounces it one year before the 
end of this period the duration of the validity of 
this treaty is to be regarded as automatically pro- 
longed for another five years. 


Article 7 


The present treaty is to be ratified within the 
shortest possible time. The documents of ratification 
are to be exchanged in Berlin. The treaty becomes 
effective immediately upon signature.
